The slaughter of the American prisoners was equal to anything 1 
saw in 1945 at Buchenwald, the infamous Nazi c° nc?“ lFaJ ^”

The thin, emaciated bodies of the men who had been prLsoners 
more than two months were piled in three groups along the railroad 
tracks. One heap of 17 lay in a gully hidden by underbrush. Another 
pile of 15 was sprawled in a cornfield. The others lay in a mass grav e 


which the North Koreans had tried to hide in a ditch beside the trer*» « 
These men had been shot, piled one on the other and their bodies 
cov ered with earth. 
Here in the Autumn-tinted hills, these American prisoners had come 
to the end of their death march to the north.

SOME AMERICANS escaped from the train before the Reds 
decided to machinegun their prisoners. Those hav e been making their 
way south for sev eral days. We found sev en of them as our l.ttl* group 
set out to inv estigate a rumor that the Reds had massacred a trainload 
of Americans. 
1 set out from Sunchon with Brig. Gen. Frank A. Allen, of 
C lev eland, Ohio, deputy commander of the First Cav alry div ision, 
and Richard Tucker of the Baltimore Sun to check on the reported 
slaughter.

After a reconnaissance, the South Korean officer reported he 


had found sev en bodies Inside the tunnel. 
We walked up the hill and through the tunnel until we came to 
the bodies. The sev en were laid on crude nativ e mats beside the track. 
Obv iously they were v ictims of starv ation. The flesh had washed from 
their bodies. The skin was drawn tight on their arms, legs and ov er 
their ribs. Their faces were bony masks.

There was no sign they had been shot recently, although some or 
them had been wounded, probably in battle. 
There were no identification tags or marks on them. All we

In their pockets was a handful of hard, dry crackers.

YOUR HEALTH

IN many Instances, we 
h ave 
both 
medical and surgical treatm ents for th e 
same disease. Sometimes, both m eans are 
employed, medical measures being given 
first trial, and surgery being employed 
only wh en less drastic meth ods fail. 
Th is is th e case in inflam m ation of th e 
small bowel, known as regional Ileitis. 
Th is disorder Is a ch ronic or long-con­ 
tinued one th a t often proves most difficult 
to h andle. 
W h ere it h as been present only a sh ort 
tim e and is limited to a small portion of 
th e bowel, medical treatm ent sh ould be 
employed, particularly if th ere are no 
complications. On th e oth er h and, if such 
a large part of th e bowel is affected as 
to make removal impossible, medical tre a t­ 
m ent must be used. 
Th e medical measures employed for 
th is condition consist in keeping up th e 
patient’s resistance by rest and proper 
food. Th e activity or movement of th e 
intestine can be cut down by th e vise of 
drugs. 
Anemia m ust be overcome with 
iron-containing preparations, 
liver 
ex­ 
tract, and vitam in B-12. Th e patient also 
m ust get plenty of fluids, as well as # n 
abundance of protein-containing foods, 
such 
as 
m eat, 
milk, 
and 
eggs. Even 
th ough th is type of treatm ent seems to be 
unsuccessful in th e m ajority of cares, it 
sh ould be tried out before surgery. In 
fact, it h as been found th a t some patients 
may suddenly get better and enjoy reason­ 
ably good h ealth with out treatm ent, 
even with surgery, recurrences 
take place. 
More th an 100 patients operated on Tor 
th is condition were reported on and ob­ 
served for a period of from two to ten 
years. About one-th ird of th em h ad ft 
recurrence. Just wh y th e recurrence took 
place could not be discovered. 
Surgical treatm ent m ust be carried out 
wh en complications occur, such as block­ 
ing of th e bowel or th e form ation of an 
abscess, and in th ose in®tames wh ere th e 
medical treatm ent does h ot seem to h ave 
any effect. 
Regional ileitis causes attacks of pain 
in th e abdomen and diarrh ea, often with 
th e presence of blood in th e bowel move­ 
ments. 
A diagnosis can be made on th e basis 
of th e symptoms and X -ray exam ination. 
Once th e diagnosis is made, th ere sh ould 
be no delay in h aving treatm ent, since th e 
condition is so serious.

He had crawled 
on hands and k nees in the valley be­ 
low to hide after the Reds had 
left him and his bu ddies for dead. 
The six were fou nd by Allen and 
by two American advisers to the 
Sou th Korean Sixth division—MaJ. 
Harry Fleming, Racine, Wise., and 
Cap t. Alfred Olson. Colu mbu s, Ohio. 
Fleming brou ght Sou th K or­ 
ean troo|» to carry the wou nded 
to the m ain road. He brou ght 
three b oxe s of Ru ssian-m ade 
chocolate candy to give to the 
starved Americans. 
From the stories of all the es­ 
cap ed p risoners we p ieced together 
this accou nt of the death march and 
its hideou s end.
